Portland, Me., is said to be the quiet- 
est and Chicago the most enthusiastic. 
Tliis is true in some respects, but if yon 
can get time to watch the faces of the 
New England andience without forget- 
ting your peace you will discorer tlie 
same degree of appreciation and enthu- 
siasm. though manifested perhaps in a 
different way. in the one case as in the 
other. 

Lecturers are better treated on the 
whole now than 30 years ago, and the 
eggs nse*l by those who criticise the p» r- 
frirmance are of a higher order of ezcel- 
leuce, it seems to me. 

No one can be quicker to recognizt* and 
appreciate anch a reform than I can. So 
one hails with greater glee or more opti- 
mistic salvos of applause this stride in 
the direction of improvement. 

1 had intended to give a few little per- 
sonal experiences in the way of anec- 
dotes of a comic character, but space 
forbids; liesides I doubt the good taste of 
writing flipiiantly of such a serious mat- 
ter as lecturing, especially humorous 
lectunng.

1/et us imagine 
a dinner begitiniug with it boiled fish — rmt a 
salmon, for that is tiKi rich for an elalurate 
dinner and is worthy of making a feast fiy 
Itself, but one of the iununierahle .Vnieriuiii 
varieties, which are delicious when plainlv 
prejMired. 

“Then, if you please, turkey, that iiatiun 
al bird which Is to he found nowhere else 
in such perfection; afterward terrapin and 
fried oysters— not tlie cold, clammy, iin 
cooker] ones which fashion reijuires ns to 
outrage an empty stomach with. For 
game, cauva.xbaek diiek or Minnesota veii 
isoD. If any one must liave lieigtiet* in 
the middle of his meal, give him straiglit 
oat American griddle cukes, and not fi-i- 
ble imitations, although all such iiiier|Mi 
latinns are vnnilalisiiis, fur dinner shmild 
be dinner and dessert dessert. Then fur 
the latter have soinethilig satisfying to the 
natural luugiiig fur sweets— no gateaux va- 
riea, dried up rakelets, but a pumpkin or 
mince pie or one of the innunierahle pud 
dings that ate puddings— plum or luKteror 
cabinet or ludian. 

“The additions that may lie maile to (hi* 
list are too numemiis to mention. Tln-n 
the wines that take tiie prizes at the ex 
poaltious held in the capitals of nil Kumpe, 
but which are iieglecied ut home, the viiit- 
agea of California, the rich, full, fruity, n*l 
and white wines, not the wretched thin viti 
ordinaire, logwood anil viuegar, rontliiual 
ly served to us under various appiellatiuris, 
and winding up w-ith a gocsi class of digest- 
ive old bourbon or rye whisky.*' 

"But what of French cookery?*’ -Mr 
Roooevelt waaoaked, and be replied with 
emphasis that French cooks do not know- 
how to cook. "The lauds of civilization.'' 
he went on, “have succumbed to tbedynss- 
ty of the French bill of fare, with its ex- 
ecrable language and its continual draft 
upon that least epicurean of modem inven- 
tions, the tin can. fur nut lung can be wors'* 
than the tin ran cunteuts, except it be |ier 
bapa the regulation flabby, tasteless fliet 
de bceuf, which has os its only recommen- 
dation that It is as costly as it is wretcheil. 
Everywhere one may travel he will And a 
eopy, more or lesadcteriorated, of the menu 
which be left behind him. Even gooil old 
staid Holland has fallen before the wiles 
of the charmer, aud I remcmlier that the 
Holland Mix-iety could get few original 
Dutch dishes to celebrate their flmt iliii 
ner.” 

It would be diflRcult to fliid a mure ein 
pbatic di*sent from these ideas than w h* 
presented by Mr. Richard A. McCurdy, the 
president of the Mutual Life Insurance 
company, when he was asktxl if a mini 
oonld not live as well in New York as uny 
where else on earth. 

“Certainly not,’’ be said, “because the 
American people have eliminated the union 
and the soupcon of garlic, which are almo*t 
universal in true French cooking. 1 do not 
apeak of the sweets now, of course, but 
from the merest suspicion of onions in the 
soup to the cuinpositiou of the salad these 
flavors prevail in French aud Italian cook 
ary. 

“Again, where in New York, unless you 
go to a French reataurant, can you get a 
salad with a delicately chopped bit of clier- 
xril in it, as is universal on the continent? 
Why, an American salad to a person just 
home from the other aide looks absolutely 
naked. It ia almost indeceot. If you want 
French cooking as nearly correct as may 
be In New York, go to some unpretending 
table d'hote or to some basement cafe in 
the French quarter. If .vou get back alive, 
you will have dined. l,t Is true that a gisid 
many of our rich men have impurieil 
French chefs and pay them enormous 
wagea. but wbco they get one over here the 
flnt tiling they do is to give him inttruc- 
tioBs to conform to American tastes, aiul 
What can the poor chef dof He has lo obey 
orders, and ha has tooook tosuit American
